Maintained—Will Now Come 
Before Judg*e Longan.

He Makes a Statement In Eegrard to 
the Bouldin Fire. 


The J. W . Byler habeas corpus 
case was decided by Probate Judge 
O . E . Parsons at lo o ’clock this 
morning, 
the writ being denied 
and the defendant remanded to the 
custody of Constable 
Robb. 
A 
new writ was asked for in the cir­ 
cuit court, returnable this after­ 
noon. 


T he only persons present when 
the decision 
was rendered 
were 
the defendant, Assistant County 
A ttorney Berry, 
L aw yer A . L. 
Shortridge, Geo. Trader and the

Mr. Byler, it will be 
remem­ 
bered, was fined $io 
by 
Judge 
Burr a few days ago for contempt 
of the latter’s court in this, as set 
forth by Judge Burr :

len pending before me 
iolent and contemptuous be­ 
havior toward the justice tending i

mating that I 
had changed 
the 
time, day and hour of the return of 
the summons in said case after the 
same had been issued and returned 
by the officer.” 


For the words quoted above, as 
alleged by Judge Burr, Mr. Byler 
was fined as stated. 
He then ap­ 
plied to Probate Judge Parsons for 
release from custody under a writ 
of habeas corpus. 
The evidence 
was heard several days ago, but 
the court took the matter under 
advisement until this morning. 
l a rendering his decision, Judge 
Parsons said that 
the case 
was 
rather a complicated one. 
He had 
consulted the statutes extensively, 
* and had given the matter much 
- thought. 
He 
had 
great 
re­ 
spect for both Judge Burr and the 
# defendant, 
and 
regretted 
the 
V trouble exceedingly. 
“ If both were lawyers or both 
were courts,” said the judge, “ I 
’ would find you both equally guilty. 
^ T h e dignity of the courts of this 
land must be maintained, and it 
. w ilP not do to establish a precedent 
that will permit lawyers to 
say 
w hat they please to the courts.” 
T he defendant was then inform­ 
ed that if he would 
go before 
Judge Burr now, since he had be­ 
come more calm, and make an apol- 
ogy, the fine would likely be re­ 
mitted. 
However, 
it 
was 
the 
court’s duty to refuse the writ of 
habeas corpus and remand the de­ 
fendant to the custody of the con­ 
stable.

In conclusion, the court said he 
did not care to humiliate the de­ 
fendant by compelling him 'to pass 
down the street in the custody of 
an officer and that formality would 
be dispensed with. 
Mr. Byler at once gave notice 
that he would apply to Judge Lon- 
gan for a writ of habeas corpus,

What He Did at the Meeting of 
the State Teachers. 


CHANGED A NOMINATION 


In Consequence of His Talk Oliver 
Stigali Was Turneil Down As 
State President. 


Moaogrionxuff buttons at Bard’s. 


Professor J. D. Wilson, princi­ 
pal of the Sedalia High school, is 
the gentleman who made Dr. W . 
H. Black, of Marshall, president 
of the 
Missouri State Teachers’ 
association at the meeting held in 
Jefferson C ity last week, as will be 
seen from the following from the 
St. Louis Republic of today : 
The republican press of this city 
and state have been endeavoiing 
ever since the election of Dr. W . 
H. Black as president of the State 
Teachers’ association, 
in place of 
Oliver Stigall, who was 
recom­ 
mended for the honor by the com­ 
mittee on nominations, 
to make it 
appear that party politics entered 
into the selection of Dr. Black, 
and that Stigall was turned down 
because he was a republican. 
Prof. 
Calvin 
M. 
Woodward, 
president of the board of education 
of St. Louis, a member of the com­ 
mittee that recommended Stigall’s 
election, and a life-long 
republi­ 
can, denies this charge emphati­ 
cally. 
His statement should set at 
rest forever the accusation that the 
democrats had turned down Stigall 
because 
he was a republican, or 
elected Dr. Black because he was a 
democrat. 
“ In view of 
the reports 
pub­ 
lished in the St. Louis papers,” 
said Prof. W oodward, “ in regard 


CO the selection o f a president ot 
the State Teachers’ association, I 
am glad to make some corrections 
and additions to what has been 
printed. 
I do this because these 
reports have been read outside the 
state, where 
the 
facts 
are 
not 
known. 
W hat I shall now say is 
known to every member of the as­ 
sociation who was present at the 
time of the election. 
“ No question of party politics 
was mentioned either in the nomi­ 
nating committee or in the conven­ 
tion itself. 
When Mr. 
Stigall’s 
name was presented for the office 
of president for the coming year, 
Mr. W ilson, of Sedalia, rose to ob- 
jecc to the election of a man who 
had 
personally 
electioneered for 
the office. 
He thought the office 
ought to seek the man and that 
the adoption of private election­ 
eering methods was unworthy the 
association.

Mr. 
Whiteford 
and 
another 
whose 
name I do not remember, as men

Immediately Mr. Carrington made 
the motion that Dr. Black’s name 
be substituted in the report of the 
committee in place of Mr. Stigall. 
“ A s chairman of the nominating 
committee, I defended the report, 
saying that I knew of no unworthy 
efforts made by Mr. Stigall or thoj-e 
working in his behalf to obtain the 
nomination. 
I have since learned, 
however, that he was very active 
and that he made a sort of personal 
canvass among those likely to have 
influence in the matter. 
The vote 
on the substitute was at least 3 to i 
in favor of Dr. Black. 
Then Mr. 
Stigall’s name was placed where 
Dr. Black’s had been, as a member 
of the executive committee. 
“ Up to that time I knew nothing 
about the politics of any of the 
men concerned except that of Mr. 
Carrington, 
whom 
everybody 
knew to be a democrat. 
1 have 
since learned that Mr, Stigall is a 
republican, also that Mr. Wilson, 
who led the opposition to him in 
the convention, 
is a republican, 
and that Dr. Black, who was put 
in hiii phice, is also a republican. 
Nothing can be clearer than that 
there 
was 
no 
politics 
of 
any 
sort in the selection of Dr. Black. 
It 
was 
further 
reported 
in 
one 
paper 
that the 
nominating 
committee was largely republicans. 
That may have been true. 
1 knew 
nothing of it at the time, and know 
nothing of it now. 
The fifteen 
members represented the teachers 
in attendance from the fifteen con­ 
gressional districts of the state,and 
if they were largely republicans it 
was a mere matter of accident.”

fellow-citi- 
zens. 
M ore th a n one ’phone is a 
useless expense an d a nuisance. 
H ere, th en , is a practical ques­ 
tion before the council. 
E ac h of the in d e p en d en t co m p a ­ 
nies offer lo w er rates 
th an 
are 
charged by the old com pan y, and 
also offer additional recom pense for 
the franchise. 
N o w , w h a t shall the council do? 
Shall the franchise be g ra n te d to 
the S t. Louis co m p an y or to the 
K ansas C ity co m p an y ? 
O r shall 
the old com pany rem ain the m aster 
of the field? 
T h e D e m o c r a t has this sugges­ 
tion to offer for the consideration 
of the c o u n c il:

It w ill p ro tect the old com pany 
w hich already has its m oney i n ­ 
vested ; it will show the rig h t spirit 
to w a rd the n ew com panies w hich 
th in k they have substantial induce­ 
m ents to offer; an d it will p rotect 
the public as well. 
It will give the citizen the lo w ­ 
est telephone rate to be obtained 
an d will place needed revenue in 
the city treasury.

M ARS AND ITS PEOPLE. 


Professor Haeckel Thinks Various Planets 
Are Inhabited. 
^‘Js Mars inhabited?” 
has 
been 
asked very often during recent years, 
and has engaged the serious attention 
of many astronomers, and especial-* 
ly of M. Camille h'lam m arion,anoted 
French scientist and author. 
Some new liglit is now thrown on 
tliis subject by Prof. E rnst Haeckel, 
an eminent German jdiilosopher, in 
a book entitled ‘‘World Problems.” 
A fter pointing out that men 
have 
been studying the heavens for more 
than 4,500 years and liave only been 
studying themselves for the last half 
cenir'V , he savs we may safelv as- 
Slime th a t the many fixed stars, whose 
liglit requires thousands of years to 
reacli us, are suns, and are surround­ 
ed by planets and worlds similar to 
tliose which we know. 
We may also 
assume, he holds, that thousands of 
these planets have arrived at the same 
staggì of development as our world, 
and it naturally follows th a t 011 them 
the same conditions of life prevail as 
or :his earth, and there is no valid 
r< 
jon why hum an beings should not 
^ 
o 
) 
there as thev do liere. 
. ' t’rof. Haeckel takes care to explain 
it there are doubtless many planets 
e temperature of which is such that 
e, as we uiidersiand tlie term ,ean- 
Dt be sustained on them. He thinks 
; very probable that there are 
f animals and plants on some planets 
vhich are not to he found on this 
carili. 
According to him, it is very 
likely that the hiogenclic proce^^s ex­ 
ists on .Mars, Asentís and possibly some 
otlier planets of our system,, as well 
as on })laiiets of other solar systems, 
hut it is even more proliahle that ani­ 
mals and plants on these ])lanets have 
reached a higher stage of develojiment 
than has been reached by animals and 
plants on this eartli. 
If we assum elhat ^lars is inhabited 
— an^\ Prof. Haeckel 
seems 
])relty 
well satisfied that it is— we must as­ 
sume, lie liolds, that the n u n and 
women whose home is 011 the planet 
are not sneh as we. but of a far higher 
type. Tliey may resemhlc us exterior­ 
ly, but they arc free from our physical 
defects and excel us in strength and 
gracefulness. It is in the intellectual 
cr 
sphere, liowever, that tlicir superiori­ 
ty is most clearly shown. If there are 
hum an beings on these planets, says 
Prof. Hacekel, it is extremely prob­ 
able that llicy far surpass 
ordinary 
men and women in intelligence. 
A nother question often asked is: 
^AVill we ever he able to communicate 
witli the inhabitants of distant plan­ 
ets?” 
Prof. Haeckel's reply is that 
there is very little probability of any 
direct communication ever being es­ 
tablished. 
His reasons are because 
the earth is such a great distance from 
^lars and other jilancts, and liccause 
the coiulilion of the air between the 
earth and these planets is such as to 
render direct communication liy any 
means at present known to us impos­ 
sible.— X. Y. Herald.

The salt])cter man of the first half of 
the seventiM'nlli c'eiiuiry was 
hated 
even more, it* that he por-ible, than 
the “ window peejter” of those more 
recent days when light was subject 
to heavy taxation. 
Before the iin- 
portation of saltpeter fitsm abroad, as 
an important ingredient in tlie înaini- 
factiire of gtiripowder, it was a Crown 
rn 0 n o} î ol y, 
a n d 
a g(’ n 1 s, 
] ) o p ti 1 a r 1 y 
known as saltncder men were sent ail 
over the couiiirv to seel: for it in 
» 
stables, ])igeon eol^s, pigstie*. and. in­ 
deed, in ahnost all other places the 
«oil of wlîieh was supposed to he im­ 
pregnated uith animal matter. 
The 
injury these men did, says the London 
Aihenaeum, and llie irritâtiott thev

THE^ICAR INSPECTOR. 


Importance of His Work—Great Watch­ 
fulness Needed. 
I t is interesting to watch the trained 
car inspector examining a long freight 
train which has rolled into tlie yards, 
lie moves along the side of the cars 
and notes all the wheels, brake beams, 
bolsters, rods, etc. 
He uses no ham ­ 
mer, but has his eyes open for de­ 
fects. 
lie will stop suddenl}, look 
carefully at a wheel and follow the 
faint lines of a crack running, per­ 
haps, from the flange to the center. 
Such a wheel is condemned at once, 
and the car is shunted off until a new 
pair of wheeis can be placed under it. 
i f there is a flat place on a wheel which 
measures more than 2.V inches across, 
th a t wheel must go, too. Then there 
may be a sharp flange, and that musí 
be looked after. A coupling may have 
faults. 
A brake rigging may have 
given out, and all these things tiu 
inspector must take note of.

A nother thing the in­ 
spector must watch is the hopper- 
bottom dum p car. 
If the fastening 
getsloose and lets a load of ore or lime­ 
stone down on tlie track while the 
train is in motion it means 
a 
bad 
wreck. 
T aking all things into considera­ 
tion, the car inspector is a very im ­ 
portant man in the railway service, 
and eflicicney on his part comes onl\ 
from long experience and 
careful 
training.— Pittsburgh Post.

We 
are still, as a people, keeping to the 
old notion that it is well to have a hit 
of ground about the 
house; 
our 
health boards insist that the factory 
and school shall supply a certain n um ­ 
ber of feet of air to each occupant; 
we are multiplying play grounds and 
parks, though as to ])iay grounds we 
have not half enough of them yet ; we 
are spending every year a longer time 
in the country and arc buying or rent­ 
ing little boxes among the hills, or on 
the shore, and, in the matter of diet 
no people live so generously as the 
xNmericans. 
We are the only ]>oople who have 
meat on the table constantly. 
We 
have fruits of all kinds l)y the ton, our 
bread is made so cheaj) and good that 
the city housekeeper never thinks of 
making it any more, and has probably 
forgotten how, and as to our vege­ 
tables, we have the greatest varietv 
enjoved by any nation. If you live in 
Kngiand you cannot 
have 
baked 
beans, or green corn, or pumpkin pie 
or dandelions, or sjiaghetti, or a whole 
lot of things tliat grow riglit here and 
are full of nutriment. And again, we 
liave not, as a people, put ouf children 
at trades in their early teens. 
We 
have kept theiii at school as long as 
our means enabled us to do so, it^id 
have encouraged them to play more 
or less in their free hours and to walk 
and swim. 
But, especially, we have made their 
position easy for the women who are 
tlieir mothers. 
There are no other 
women who liave so easy a time as 
ours, unless it may be the inmates of 
a Turkish harem, who are not sup­ 
posed to do anything but grow fat and 
try to keep their looks. 
In other 
lands the woman works early and late, 
she toils in the fields like a common 
laborer, she fights oiT a common pov- 
ertv by means that astonish the vis­ 
itor from America and she oftener 
succumbs to an immoral life as the 
easier and more remunerative avoid­ 
ance of it. The morality of our home 
life is another element in the health 
and growt^i that produces big, well 
appearing citizens of both sexes, and 
if it is true that tlie American is tak­ 
ing life less seriously than he used to 
and is trying to get more sane enjoy­ 
ment out of it and spending less time 
Ln work and fret, the business man 
stands a chance of taking on 
sub­ 
stance and being as tall as his daugh­ 
ter.— Brooklvn i’lagle.

U nder the old system 
three 
or 
more distinct qualiiies of oil were pro­ 
duced, the olives being passed and re­ 
passed several times through handT 
worked presses, each time producing 
an oil of ])Oorer quality. 
A\ hen no 
more oil could he extracted in this 
way. the “sansa,” or “grounds,"’ was 
treated with sulphuric acid to pro­ 
duce an inferior oil, wdiich is used in 
the manufacture of soap. The intro­ 
duction of the hydraulic press,-how­ 
ever, has done away;.wit]i these dis- 
tiiîctÎvê gradés; a larger quantity of 
oil is produced, but the quality, taken 
as a whole, deteriorates and the higher 
class of eating oil can only he ob­ 
tained by repeated filtration. Though 
the oil produced in this way is excel­ 
lent in color and appearance, after 
continual straining it loses much Oi. 
its flavor and lacks the fruity taste 
which distinguishes the best oil pro­ 
duced by the old method of extrac­ 
tion.— Merchants’ Review.
